It is this day ordered that — 

The following Itules shall take effect as regards 
Appeals to the Land Commission from orders bearing 
date on or after the 1st day of May, 1888, in substitution 
for the existing rules. The term Appeal includes a 
rehearing. 

1. Every person aggrieved by any order of one Com* 
missioner, or by any order of a Sub-Commission, may, 
within one month from the date of such order, serve on 
the opposite party a Notice of Appeal which may be in 
Form No. 48, and thereupon shall, within two months 
from the date of such order, transmit to the Land Com- 
mission the original Notice of Appeal duly stamped, 
which must bear an endorsement of the time and mode 
of service on the opposite party. 

2. Any person aggrieved by the decision of any Civil 
Bill Court as to any matter with respect to which an 
Appeal lies to the Land Commission, may, within one 
month from the last day of the Land Sessions at which 
such decision shall have been made, serve Notice of 
Appeal on the opposite party, which may be in Form 
No. 48 a., and also thereupon shall, within two months 
from the same period, lodge with the Clerk of the Peace 
the original Notice of Appeal duly stamped, together with 
a copy thereof, and both the original and the copy so 
lodged shall be endorsed with the time and mode of 
service on the opposite party. 

3. The Clerk of the Peace shall forthwith transmit the 
original stamped Notice so endorsed to the Land Com- 
mission, certifying thereon the date of the last day of 
the Land Sessions at which the decision was made. 
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4. In every case of Appeal to the Land Commission 

from one Commissioner or a Sub-Commission, the original 
Notice of Appeal lodged with the Land Commission shall 
be accompanied by the proper sheet of the Ordnance 
Survey Map, showing the boundary of the holding marked 
by a coloured line, together with an extract from the 
revised Valuation Books showing the valuation of all 
the premises comprised in the holding, such extract being 
certified by the proper Officer of the Valuation Office in 
Dublin. A notice of Appeal which shall not be so 
accompanied will not be received by the Land Com- 
mission. ,, 

5. In every case of Appeal to the Land Commission 
from a Civil Bill Court the Notice of Appeal lodged with 
the Clerk of the Peace shall be accompanied by such 
Ordnance Map and certified extract from the Valuation 
Books as are mentioned in the preceding' rule. And it 
shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Peace forthwith to 
transmit to the Land Commission such Map and extract, 
together with the original Notice of Appeal. A notice of 
Appeal from a Civil Bill Court which shall not be so accom- 
panied will not be received by the Land Commission. 

6. An Appeal to the Land Commission may be with- 
drawn by the Appellant at any time before the appeal is 
opened in Court, upon the terms of paying the costs of 
the opposite party up to notice of withdrawal,
